Two more British battleships have 
been sunk at the Dardanelles, Like 
the others that have gone down.in 
recent months, they were of the 
pre dreadnaught type. The war 
clearly 


has demonstrated very 

that these ships were not by any 
matner of meats rendered obsa 
lete by the construction of the 
huge machines whieh form — the 
grand fleets in the North sea 


Though they cannot take places in 
the firing line where those monst 
ers are engaged, their efficieney ts 
by no means negligible.

The first purpose of civic gov 


ernment is the protection of life | 


and property and the mainten- 


ance of social order according to! 


necepled standards of civiliaat 
tion. The establishment of utili- 
ties and conveniences provided 
for hy money derived from taxa 
tion or the use of eredit, although 
important, is in faet a secondary 
consideration, 

Edmonton has had some lurid 
experiences in all funetions of 
civie life, but never more than in 
its failure to maintain these first 
interests of the community under 
the MeNamara-Clarke administra- 
tion of 1914, Just one year ago 


the condition of Edmonton as to’ 


the maintenance of law and order 
and the protection of life and 
property and of desirable civie 
conditions was in # class by itself 
throughont the Dominion of 
Canada, As established by the 
judicial investigation held by 
Judge Seott the conditions in 
Kdmonton were worse than in 
any other eity in the Dominion. 
The name of Edmonton had _ be- 
come a byeword and a seandal. 
Today there is no city of equal 
size in the Dominion in which life 


and property are safer or in 
whieh law and order and desir- 
able social conditions are better 
maintained, A year ago the law- | 
less and disreputable element 
practically controlled the city. 


Today the tax payers and work- 
ers are in control; and those who 
break the law are subjected to its 
penalties without fear or favor 
This change in conditions did not 
occur by chanee, and eould not 
have oceurred except by the 
setivities of those who constitute 
the good citizenship of Edmon- 
ton. While Edmonton always had 
a large majority of good citizens, 
good citizenship and good inten 
tions halve never been and are not 
now enough to enforee good eon 
ditions, There must be aetion as 
well as intent, 

It is only fair to say that in the 
field of action, the direction of 
police adnfinistration by Chief 
Hil! has been an important cause 


in producing the present re-ult. 
From the date of his appoint- 
ment Chief Hill undertook to e¢s- 


tablish Edmonton as a clean city. 


Ile had a stupendous task, noi 
only because of the depth te 
which civie conditions had de 


seconded, but because of treachery, 
hoth in the foree which he was 
appointed to control and in the 
city couneil to whieh he was re 
sponsible, Fortunately the eivie 
elections settled in large measure 
this latter feature of the case, and 
recent legislation placing the city 
under the control of a 


poli o 
special commission, gave the chief 


that support which was neces 
sary to enable him to clean up 
the foree and to give effect to the 


desire of the vast majority of the 
cleaning up the 
town. In the diseharge of his 
duties he has been subjected to 
all possible forms of attack, from 
scurrilous abuse and threatening | 
letters to legal proceedings, in 
order to prevent him from doing 
his duty or hinder him in doing it, 
but without effect, 

There is a sharp dividing lint 
between those whose inclinations 
and interests line them up in sup- 
port of law and order and those 
Whose inclinations and interests 
line them up on the opposite side, 
Hither one side or the other must 
prevail, There can be no com. 
promise, because compromise on 
the part of the supporters o1 law 
and order is in fact their defeat. '
